Sparks from Fr. Mark 

The last several weeks I have been receiving invitations 
from various theology schools and seminaries asking me to 
participate in their summer learning programs. This is a 
good reminder, not only for me, but for all of us, to 
continue to be lifelong learners. And it seems that summer 
is the perfect time to engage in lifelong learning activities. 

The summer months provide many opportunities for 
children and youth to participate in all kinds of camps, 
from music to sports, language and technology, just to 
name a few. Here at OLBH there will be a number of 
learning opportunities for our children and youth: Vacation 
Bible School, Steubenville, a mission trip to St. Louis, 
Missouri, and Due in Altum. For our young adults there 
will be a backpacking trip to the Bighorn Mountains. 

And what would summer be without a learning opportunity 
for the adults in our parish community? Last summer we 
offered Financial Peace University, developed by Dave 
Ramsey. Financial Peace University is a biblically based 
accountability curriculum that teaches how to manage 
money and resources God’s way. It empowers people to 
make the right financial decisions to achieve their financial 
goals, teaching them to eliminate debt, build wealth, and 
give like never before. On the average, families reduce their 
debt by $5,300.00 and save $2,700.00 in just 91 days.

Last summer was successful and so we will offer FPU 
again. There will be a preview night at 6:00 pm 
Wednesday, April 21. If there are enough people interested 
in participating in this 13-week course, we will meet on 
Mondays, April 26 through July 19, from 6:30 to 8:30 pm.

Did You Know... 

Former Monastery Now Called Terra Sancta 

In 2007, the Sisters at St. Martin Monastery decided that a 
new monastery would better suit their needs. However, they 
wanted to keep the sacred character of the St. Martin property 
and believed that the Diocese of Rapid City and the Rapid City 
Catholic School System would continue their mission of 
bringing people closer to God. To make this possible, they 
significantly reduced the price of the 150,000 square foot 
building and 200 acres and accepted an offer from the diocese 
and the school system. The purchase was completed in 2009. 
The former St. Martin Monastery property is now called Terra 
Sancta, which is Latin for Holy Land, to honor the sisters who 
made the ground holy through their many years of service and 
prayer.
